232 In Morgan Get 
Social Security Pay 

The Ashland social security 
office is participating in the nat¬ 
ionwide observance of the twen¬ 
tieth anniversary of the enact¬ 
ment of the original social sec¬ 
urity law, Robert A. Flynn, dis¬ 
trict manager, announced today 
The Social Security Act be¬ 
came a law on August 14. 1935. 
"At that time only about on* 
worker in 10 was covered by any 
retirement system, and only 
about one worker in 20 by a pub¬ 
lic retirement program,” Mr 
Flynn said. As of July of this 
year 232 persons, in Morgan 
Countv were receiving a total f 
$7,930 in monthly social security 
benefits. 

Pointing out that 9 out of 10 
people who work for a living 
can now look forward to ret- 
iremnt benefits under the old-age 
and survivors insurance program 
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law provided only old-age pro¬ 
tection It applied to some 33 mil¬ 
lion workers in commerce a.'d 
industry. The 1939 amendments 
added payments for dependents of 
letired workers and for the sur¬ 
vivors of workers who died. 

It was not until 1951 that cov¬ 
erage was extended to the self- 
employed, and to certain employ¬ 
ees of non-profit organizations, 
regularly employed domestic and 
farm workers, and some employ¬ 
ees of Federal. State and local 
governments. Ten million more 
workers were brought under tri" 
n-o?ram through the 1954 amend¬ 
ments which extended covera » 
to self-employed farmers, most 
farm employees and wo-ke s n 
private households and certain 
self-employed professionals. Pro¬ 
tection was also made availabl 
under special agreements, to more 
State and local government em¬ 
ployees. and to ministers and 
members of religious orders. "Ab¬ 
out 67 million persons will build 
this protection for themselves and 
their families during 1955 " 3 
Flynn declared. 

Mr. Flynn pointed out that the 
average old-age benefit payment 
increased from $22 60 monthly 
in 1940 to $60 monthly at the end 
of 1954 Payments are still higher 
for retired workers who have 
more recently come on the rolls. 

As an illustration of the pro¬ 
gress of the program during the 
twenty years of its existance, Mr. 
Flynn said that many people vho 
had themselves received benefits 
as children now have families 
of their own and are building 
old-age and survivors insurance 
or self-employment now covered 
by the law. 

Looking to the future, he said
